Lt. Gen. V. P. Sviridov, Russian 
commander in Hungary, after sev- 
eral threatened to air publicly 
their protests against the Commu- 
nist election methods. Sviridov is 
acting chairman of the Allied Con- 
trol Commission. 
The party leaders were quoted 
as saying that the Social Demo- 
cratic chieftain, Deputy Premier 
Arpad Szakastis, argued violently 
with Sviridov yesterday over the 
outcome of the election. Szakasits 
long has been an advocate of close 
co-operation with the Commu- 
nists. :

448 DIE IN HOLIDAY 
ACCIDENTS; 290 ARE 
KILLED ON ROADS 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2 (AP)—At 
least 448 persons died in accidents 
over the three-day Labor day 
weekend. 

Traffic mishaps accounted for 
290 deaths. In addition, 81 per- 
sons drowned and 77 were killed 
in other accidents, including 21 
deaths in plane crashes. 

The traffic toll was higher than 
the early estimate of 250 made 
by the National Safety Council, 
but it was still well below the 
record of 423 in the 1941 Labor 
day weekend. 

California compiled the largest 
traffic death total—23. Texas was 
close behind with 22, and New 
York was third with 18. 


Missouri’s traffic deaths were 
listed as five, drownings. totaled 
three and two persons died in 
other accidents attributed to the 
holiday, Illinois had 18 traffic 
deaths, nine drownings and three 
fatalities in other accidents. 


Lest They Forget, Polish Children 


Tour Oswiecim Murder Factory

OS WIECIM, Poland, Aug. 20 
(Delayed)—Poland is making ab- 
solutely certain that, its children 
will never forget German savagery 
an long as they live. Every day 
this summer hundreds of young- 
sters are being taken through the 
museum of Oswiecim (Auschwitz) 
where for four years the Nazis 
operated the greatest human 
slaughter house in the history of 
mankind. 

At the two Oswiecim concentra- 
tion camps, it is estimated, 6,- 
000,000 persons were exterminated 
in the giant gas chambers and 
their bodies cremated in the spe- 
cially constructed ovens, Some 3. 
500,000 were Jews, and this place 
has since been known as “the 
graveyard of Polish Jewry.” 

The windowless barracks, the 
dungeons, the erematoriums, the 
mass graves and even the “seifefa- 
brik,” where soap was made from 
human bodies, have become a per- 
manent Polish state museum. Its 


exhibits are viewed every day by 
thousands of Poles, 

The tour takes at least two 
hours. One room is piled ceiljng- 
high with women’s hair, the last 
of several batches that were sent 
to Germany for the use of uphol- 
sterers. Another room is filled 
with children’s shoes. Close by is 
the hospital where “patients” were 
inoculated with deadly toxins. 

There are dungeons where men 
were packed so tightly they could 
only stand until they died. 

Only three years ago this mur- 
der factory was going full blast. 
Now, on a sunny midsummer aft- 
ernoon, the camp grounds seem 
quiet and peaceful. Groups of 
nuns and young girls dressed in 
white were singing as they strolled 
past the double rows of once-live 
barbed wire, where desperate in- 
mates used to seek relief in sud- 
den electrocution.

Signing of Pact Today. 

Truman's address highlighted 
the closing session of the confer- 
ence at which delegates have ham- 
mered out.an unprecedented de- 
fense pact binding the Americas 
to joint action in case of armed 
attack on any peaceable nation in 
the hemisphere. 

Signing of the treaty by the 19 
participating nations, in President 
Truman’s presence, was arranged 
for this afternoon in Rio de Ja- 
neiro’s Itamaraty Palace, home of 
the Brazilian Foreign Ministry.

The President stood in the back 
of his open car and waved to the 
crowds as a storm of torn paper 
fell from office buildings along 
the route, which was guarded by 
20,000 Brazilian soldiers. 

President Dutra, who earlier 
had welcomed Truman, rode in 
the car with him, along with 
Fleet Adm. William Leahy, Tru- 
man’s chief of staff, and Gen. 
Alcio Santa. Mrs. Truman and 
Senora Dutra were in the second 
car, while Setretary of State Mar- 
shall, chief of the United States 
delegation to the conference, was 
in the third car in the proces- 
sion. 1 

Truman's picture was posted 
about the city and signs in Eng- 
lish across the streets read: “Rio 
de Janeira Welcomes President 
Truman” and “Brothers in War. 
United in Peace.” 

When the events of the day 
were over, and the President re- 
tired at the palatial United States 
Embassy, he told Press Secretary 
Charles G. Rods: “I thought it 
was wonderful.” 

Truman, the firgt United States 
President to visit Brazil since

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
The United States has told Russia 
that it will not await Soviet con-

The State Department made 
this plain in a note published to- 
day which rejects Russia's pro- 
test against a British-American 
decision to step up the level of 
industry in their occupied zones 
of Germany to approximately that 
of 1936... ¢ 
The note, charging failure of 
the Russian Government to carry 
out the 1945 Potsdam agreement 
had. placed upon the United 
States a heavy financial burden 
in the occupation of Germany,” 
said: 

“The United States Government 
is unable to accept the thesis 
that. nothing can be done to alle- 
viate the financial burden of the 
United States or to develop within 
the framework of the Berlin 
agreement the contribution of the 
western zones of Germany to the 
economic reconstruction of Eu- 
rope until the consent of the So- 
viet Government has’ been ob- 
tained.” 

The note, delivered to the Rus- 
sian Embassy in Washington yes- 
terday, said further:

Russia had vigorously protes 
against the British American 
move, saying it violated the Pote-

“The Soviet Government is cer- 
fainly aware of the importance 
of German production to the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of Europe,“ 
the American note said. “This is 
particularly true in respect of coal 
from the Ruhr area of Germany.” 

The American note said the 
“main objectives” of the Potsdam 
agreement, to eliminate German 
war potentials and to develop 
peaceful industry and agriculture, 
are being observed in the British- 
American accord on industrial lev- 
els. 


The note recalled that the 
American government has “sought 
persistently” for two years te 
reach agreements with Russia, 
France and Britain to carry out 
the Potsdam decision. - 

Meanwhile, British-American o 
ficials are reported to k 
reached tentative agreement on 
plan to allow the United States 
share in supervision of the Ruhr 
coal mines.

GET INCREASE IN WAGES| 


Arbitral Board Grants Boost of 1544 Cents 
an Hour to Million Workers—Award 


Binding by 


Agreement. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 2 (AP) 


a Wage increase of 15% cents an 


‘hour, effective yesterday, to near- 


ly 1,000,000 non-operating workers 
on the nation’s major railroads. 
The men had asked for a boost 
of 20 cents. 

Under an agreement reached by 
the unions and the carriers, the 
findings of the arbitration board 
of six members, headed by Dr. 
William Leiserson, former chair- 
man of the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, are binding on both 
sides, : 

The increase was the third 
awarded to this classification of 
railroad labor in little more than 
a year. 

On April 18, 1946, the non-oper- 
ating workers were awarded a 


carrying their demands through 
the machinery set up under the 
National Railway Labor Act to 
curb transportation tie-ups. On 


May 26 of the same year they were: 


granted an additional two and 
one-half cents an hour. 


Non-operating personnel, amount- 
ing to about three-fourths of the 
railway total employment, consists 
of clerks, telegraphers, mainte- 
nance men and others not em- 
ployed directly in the running of 
trains. 

The findings were based on 
hearings conducted in Chicago 
from Aug. 4 through Aug. 28. In 
asking for the full 20 cents the 
17 unions of non-operating work- 
ers contended that they did not 
enjoy wage benefits comparable

work in other industries; that 
they had not shared fully in the 
nation’s expanding prosperity, and 
that there-has been a measurable 
increase in their productivity. 

Witnesses for the railroads con- 
tended the workers were paid 
equitably, that granting the de- 
mands would be financially un- 
sound, and that revenues were not 
keeping apace with increased 
costs, 

The Western Association of Rail- 
way Executives estimated the wage 
increase award would amount to 
$438,340,000 annually, including 
payroll taxes. 

(The United Press reported that 
the Association of American Rail- 
roads announced in Washington 
that higher freight rates would be 
requested to cover the wage = 
creases. The increase to be r 
quested would be in additfon * 
an application for a 16.4 per cent 
increase now before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which, if 
granted, would increase railroad 
revenues a billion dollars a year.) 

At Cleveland, headquarters of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen reported that execu- 
tives of the five railway operat- 
ing brotherhoods would meet there 
Monday to consider adding a wage 
demand to their previous request 
for changes in 44 working rules. 
The railroads have contended the 
rules changes alone would increase 
their operating costs an addition- 
al one billion dollars annually.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., Sept. 
2 (AP) — Two scientists warned 
mat the “red tide,” which has 
heaped the shores hereabouts 
with masses of dead fish, was 
now a menace to public health 
and could result in an “epidemic 
of unlimited proportions.” 

After hearing a report by Dr. 
R. F. Nigrelli, pathologist for the 
New York Zoological Society, and 
Dr. Robert James of a Clearwater 
(Fla.) research laboratory, fi- 
cials of the county and affected 
municipalities named a five-man 
commission Sunday with emer- 
gency powers. g 

The committee, headed by F. R. 
Francke, was given authority to 
declare a state of emergency 
whenever it deemed conditions 
warranted. They were cautioned 
to proceed with care lest the re- 
sultant publicity injure the winter 
tourist business. 

The action came after Dr. James 
had said, “We are sitting on a 
mine that may explode. It could 


limited proportions.” He also said 
the plague was “only beginning.” 

Dr. Nigrelli said poisons from 
th. polluted waters were a “def- 
inite menace” to the health of 
beach residents.

The — the Automatic 
Firing Corp., 6504 Olive street, 
University City, asked the com- 
mission to rescind its order of last 
April appfoving the service limita- 
tion rule, and to require Laclede 
to desist from enforcing the rule. 

The Automatic Corp., 
which manufactures and sells gas 
heating equipment, asserted there 
was no valid justification for the 
limitation in St. Louis county. It 
alleged the Laclede company in- 
tended to divert part of the gas 
supply which should be available 
for St. Louis county customers, 
to gas customers in St. Louis. 


The complaint charged that the 
rule had retarded and discouraged 


the construction of new homes in 
St. Louis county, and had pre- 
vented many residents of the 
county from buying space heating 


equipmient from the complainant 
and other independent dealers, 

‘The Laclede service limitation 
rule became effective last April 
23, after approval by the Public 
Service Commission., It is similar 
to service limitation regulations 
filed with the commission by oth- 
er gas distributors, and by gas 
pipeline companies operating un- 
der service restrictions imposed 
by the Federal Power Commission. 

Under the regulation; Laclede 
is authorized to refuse to supply 
gas service for space heating to 
customers whose applications for 
such service had not been accept- 
ed by Laclede prior to last April 
23. 


The company also may refuse 
to furnish gas for industrial pur- 
poses, where gas had not been 
furnished for that purpose prior 
to laßt April 23, and to curtail the 
delivery of straight natural gas to 
industrial and commercial custom- 
ers, when such limitation is nec- 
essary to maintain the gas supply 
for other customers, including 
residential users. 

_, Natural Gas Curtailment. 

When Laclede filed the rule for 
commission approval last April the 
company said the supply of 
Straight natural gas it would re- 
ceive during the 1947-1948 winter 
heating season, from the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Corporation, op- 
erator of a gas pipeline from 
Louisiana to St. Louis, would be 
drastically curtailed. : 

This * in supply was expected 
under d Federal Power Commis 
sion emergency order regulating 
distribution of gas by the pipeline, 
due to an anticipated gas short- 
age. ö 

Laclede sells straight natural 
gas to.some customers, principally 
industrial users, and a mixture of 
artificial and natural gas to 
others. 

The complaint asserted that 
Mississippi River Fuel. Corpora- 
tion prior to purchase of the St. 
Léuis County Gas Co., by Laclede, 
given assurance that the supply 
of straight natural for St. Louis 
County would be increased by 30 
per cent for 1497-1948. This would 


eliminate any danger of shortage 


for residential customers in the 
county, it was said, if there were 
no diversion of the gas.

Then, going from the general to the specific, 
he took up the problem of steel. Steel 18 the 
backbone of industry, and an expanding economy 
demands a larger and larger per capita: produc- 

tion of steel. 


The shortage of steel underlies the inflation 


spiral, which afflicts our economic life like 


creeping paralysis, For the lack of steel—to 


use just one example—we are making this year 
‘only 3,500,000 automobiles. If there were plenty 


of steel, General Motors, Ford, Chrysler and the 


rest could turn out 5,500,000 cars. 

It requires little imaginatioff to see what that 
would do to lap up purchasing power and: ease 
the upward pressure on prices. 

But the steel industry says, No, we are mak- 


| ing 90,000,000 tons of steel a year, and that is 
far more than the country ever consumed in 
normal times. If we built the plant required to 


make 10,000,000 more tons a year, we'd be stuck 


when the next depression rolls around.” 


This is not an exact quote but it reduces to 
conversational language the plea in abeyance 
of the American Iron and Steel Institute. The

ply. Louis Bean, a government economist, points 
out that a look backwards is no criterion for steel 
for today and tomorrow. In 1900 a half ton of 
stee] was required for everyone With a job. The 
ratio has risen steadily. It was a ton in 1913, 
a ton and a third in 1929, a ton and two-thirds 
in 1941. The need now, Mr. Bean estimates, is 
1.8 tons per job, and the ratio is still rising. 
Walter Tower of the Iron and Steel Institute 
argues, according to Time magazine, that “the 
shortage would be intensified by removing from 
present supply the five million tons of steel it: 
would take to build plants to produce the new 
capacity of 10,000,000 tons.” 

This, of course, is the same old tune steel was 
singing to try to keep from making the expan- 
sion ef 14,000,000 tons a year which President 
Roosevelt ordered during the war, and which, 
of course, is still far short of a sufficiency. 

As logic, it is on a par with a contention that 
farmers should send their brood sows to market 
to alleviate the immediate shortage of pork. 

President Truman, apparently, will put up 
with such nonsense only so long. Then, like 
President Roosevelt, he will demand action. The

Where History Was Made 

This New World hasn't lost its capacity for 
newness. The inter-American conference, which 
President Truman ‘addressed today, was both 
brief and successful, and no other recent inter- 
national meeting could make that statement. It 
marks a milestone in the inter-American history 
to which President Truman referred when he 
said: “There has been steady progress in the de- 


velopment of mutual respect and understanding 


among us.” , 
Though optimism featured the discussions near 


Rio de Janeiro, they might have collapsed on 
several sharp disagreements. The first came 
when Cuba demanded action against economic 
aggression. Cuba was thinking of the new 
United States sugar law, which coerces her into 


granting privileges to American business men 


and threatens her export trade. 

Cuba’s request for action was justified, but 
when it threatened to disrupt the writing of a 
defense treaty for an economic matter, which 
was a side issue, the delegates laid the problem 
over until the Bogota meeting next year. 

Then along came the Argentine delegation, 
with new credentials and old suspicions, to de- 


mand what amounted to a right to veto hemi-. 


spheric action against aggression. This project 
flew in the face of U.N.’s disastrous experience 
with the unanimity rule, and the conference de- 
termined on a two-thirds vote. 

Next the Argentinians tried to stop common 
action where one American state attacked an- 
other. This would have left the hemisphere wide 
open to interior warfare while it tried to present 
‘a solid front to the world. The delegates voted 
for consultation as a compromise, and force may 
still be used to police the hemisphere. 

What finally resulted was a powerful treaty 
against aggression from outside the hemisphere. 
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as a warning to-aggressors, and, as Senator Van- 
denberg remarked, they “set the organization of 
the U.N, a significant example.” 

This iron-clad agreement by two-score nations 
to defend peace is unprecedented. Since the 
trouble with history-making conferences has 
always been that they made so little history, here 
was one that will be remembered as something

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Cancer Doesn't Wait 


Seventeen million Americans now living are 
going to die eventually from cancer unless the 
disease is conquered. And cancer doesn’t wait, 

Today unselfish scientists are convening here 
for the Fourth International Cancer Research 
Congress, to ‘exchange scientific information. 
Yet we think that another kind of information 
is needed even more, and that is for all people 
to learn what cancer is doing to them, and how 
little they are doing about cancer. 

The disease is our number two health prob- 
lem. During three war years 500,000 Americans 
died of cancer while 273,000 died in battle. 


So far there is no certain cure for cancer and 


early discovery is the principal hope. Whatever 


cancer is, it is treacherous and complex. Dr. E. 


V. Cowdry of Barnard Free Skin and Cancer 
Hospital here, who is president of the congress, 


Says “only by a concentration of, our ‘foremost 


medical minds will we conquer this disease.” 

No such concentration exists. The Public 
Health Service, which conducts the principal re- 
search on cancer, had a 1946 budget of only 
$1,800,000, and much of the work had to be done 
by young scientists with insufficient equipment. 

Congress has blindly failed to pass the Pepper 
bill, which would provide $100,000,000 for can- 
cer control, Opponents first charged that the 
measure was loosely drawn and would by-pass 
the Public Health Service, but they never of- 
fered to draw it tighter. 

Collier’s weekly, in its current issue, proposes 
one way out, It suggests that $100,000,000 might 
be budgeted out of relief allotments for cancer 
research by German and Japanese scientists. The 
trouble is that fascism left Germany and Japan 
with very few scientists capable of conducting 
such research. : 

It would be better for the United States to 
spend the $100,000,000 in its own way, using the 
best minds of other nations where possible. This 
country showed, with its atom bomb project in 
wartime, what it could do by way of concentrated 
attack on a scientific problem. 

Since the present do-nothing cancer policy 
ignores that experience, the next Congress ought 
to marshal our resources for all mankind. It 
would cost a fraction of the wartime research. 
It would be the best hope of stopping cancer in 
its murderous tracks. 
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Start of Eisenhower Boom? 


An organization which calls itself the “Draft 
Eisenhower for President League” has come into 
being in Washington. It has a group of officers 
and a charter role of 10 members. Its aim will 
be to see that Gen. Eisenhower's name is em- 
blazoned before the electorate from here on in.” 
If the plans of the Washington group are real- 
ized “Eisenhower for President” clubs will be 
organized “in every state, city and hamlet 
throughout the nation and its territories.” 

This, of course, could be something spon- 
taneous and of short life. On the other hand, it 
might well be the real beginning of à concerted 
effort to make Gen, Eisenhower President of 
the United States. Certainly this organization 
puts the question before the General as well as 
before the country. He can hardly take no notice 
of it. Even if he avoids comment that will in 
itself be significant.

The wage com- 
ponent in products from organized industries is 
still far largér than in unorganized industries, 
but some of the gap has been closed.

In spite of doubts on world peace, America has made encouraging 
decisions, Chicago attorney writes; defines our policy in contest 
with Russia as political resistance with economic assistance”: we 
have finally put aside isolationism to become leaders on world stage.

Are things as bad as they look, or are 
we perhaps suffering one of our periodic 
fits of depression which distort our per- 
spective, just as our alternating periods of 
optimism sometimes do? 


In the last two years since we awoke 
from the greatest celebration of the great- 
est victory over the greatest menace in 
history, we have passed through successive 
waves of optimism and pessimism across 
the whole spectrum of emotion, First, the 
illusion that the United Nations was some- 
how ea substitute for power politics and a 
guarantee of automatic peace gave way a 
year ago to black despair and intemperate 
talk of another war. 


But last fall, with the Russians propos- 
ing disarmament and suddenly yielding on 
the satellite peace treaties, optimism 
mounted again. Now, confused by the 
Greek crisis, disappointed by the Moscow 
conference, uneasy about the 
Britain, we are despondent again. 


But in this period of pessimism I think 
I detect something a little different. I 
think I detect a spreading realization that 
making peace is harder than making war, 
and the obstacles and hazards infinitely 
more dfficult. 


First Business Today 


I think I detect a general agreement that 
making and keeping the peace is the first 
business of this generation of Americans, 
It is of enormous historical importance, be- 
cause we then see for the first time the 
world balanced between two non-European 
states, the highly developed United States, 
with old ideas, and the undeveloped Soviet 
Union with new ideas. 


Surrounding areas are attracted like 
satellites to these planets by dependence, 
fear or even love. Russia has little and 
wants everything; the United States has 
everything and wants little.” Both want 
peace and security—Russia to develop her 
vastness and wealth; the United States to 
enjoy hers. 

Must these two galaxies of power and 
influence some day collide? 


Our old fear and mistrust of Bolshevism 
is aggravated by Russia’s stubborn, ac- 
quisitive behavior. Russia's old fear of 
capitalist encirclement and counter-revolu- 
tion is aggravated by a suspition that we 
would have been glad to see both Russia 
and Germany bleed to death in the war. 


This Vicious Circle 


And so it goes—fear begets fear. With 


‘each move the vicious circle tightens and 


the division between East and West sharp- 
ens. 

How can we break this vicious circle of 
fear? With our technology, will and wis- 
dom there's a golden age ahead. Can we 
get there—alive? 

No one knows the answer. We don't 
know whether the masters of the Soviet 
Union are bent on dominating or com- 
munising the world. Perhaps their ambi- 
tions are far short of that, as some say. 
We don't know. 

/ But we do know that we dare not sit 
back to wait and see. And we know from 
sad experience that appeasement does not 
work. If there are moderates in the Soviet 
hievarehy who are more concerned with

plight of 


security, recovery and development than 
world revolution, appeasement won't help 
them. It will strengthen those who insist 
on further adventures. 


So, confronted with the uncertainty of 
Russian purpose, and the rapid encroach- 
ment of their new ideas on our old ideas, 
the broad outline of our policy for world 
order and security is now unfolding: re- 
sistance and assistance. si ) 

Political resistance without economic as- 
sistance won't suffice because prosperity 
like peace is indivisible, and order and se- 
curity will largely depend on those areas 
that have not made a choice between the 
old ideas and the new, 


Where We Are Going 


Twenty-five years ago we would not 
even follow: today, we are leading in the 
development of international concepts 
through the United Nations. We have given 
unmistakable evidence of permanent par- 
ticipation in world affairs, We are going 
to resist the spread of a new totalitarian 
threat to the peace. We are going to at- 
tack economic disintegration. | 

So the real question is no longer what 
we will do, but how we will do it. Will 
we use our economic abundance boldly 
to attack the breeding grounds of desper- 
ate political solutions? Can a free economy 
arrest the inflation and forestall disaster? 


Or are the Communists right? Will an- 


other depression in the United States pull 


the whole house down and result in (1) 
universal chaos, (2) the extinction of cap- 
italism, (3) universal Communism, or (4) 
war? 

After the last war democratic institutions 
sprang up everywhere. But they did not 
last long. When they failed to solve eco- 
nomic and social problems the men on 
horseback rode in. 


After this war they did not spring up. 
The new political institutions more closely 
resemble collectivism than individualism. 
Has the ascendency of the West which be- 
gan with the Renaissance and the Refor- 
mation ended? Will the democratic tra- 
dition survive as the Communist revolu- 
tionary ardor cools? And if so, how much 
of it? 

Does its survival depend on ideological 
sympathies in the great areas caught be- 
tween the two magnetic fields? Or does 


it depend more on positive economic and 


social achievement? As the curtain rises 
Americans are not in the audience. They 
are in the center of the stage.

To his background the author brings un- 
derstanding and a love of his native land, 
His people sing and laugh and love natural- 
ly enough, and when he is describing their 
simple daily lives, the countryside does a 
lively dance in your imagination, and you 
are delighted to know these people.

So much of his book is so good that it 
is unfortunate he has been unable to weave 
his political parables more unobstrusively 
into the story. One can blame it either on 
a carry-over from the classic Chinese dra- 
ma or the Russian ideological scenario, but 
his political characters are so all-white or 
all-black that they are simply unbelievable. 

There is a possibility that he is using a 
sublime wit in portraying the youthful Com- 
missar riding into the village, giving every- 
one a fair trial, promoting the local poor 
to high posts, and even going so far as to 
pension off the local Taoist priest with 
three acres of land! When he tells how 
the local story teller, Lao Liu, is converted 
to revolution and given the post of Assist- 
ant Commissar of Publicity, you really don’t 
know whether you are laughing with the 
author or at him.

They 
understand dietetics and children. They know how to comfort

Because 
they think a nurse knows more about anatgmy and medicine 
than they do; so it gives them an inferiority complex. Men 
cannot feel very romantic unless they feel superior! All of 
you feminine readers should memorize that statement!

You could no more fool the spec- 
tograph than you could change 
your fingerprints. It is more ex- 
act, even, than fingerprinting.)

Next to. the spectograph, the 
greatest strides in the laboratory 
have been in the field of micro- 
chemistry. The laboratory is now

to, make tests for blood types, 
something which formerly had 

to be sent to Washington, 
They can tell you in short order 
if a sample of blood is from an 
animal or a human, and if for a 
human they can break it down 
to one of the various blood types. 
Virtually every field of crime 
from poisoning to arson can be de- 
tected now in the laboratory. In 
his refrigerator Kaye has a test 
tube partially filled with gasoline. 
It came from a house which had 
burned down, and in which there 
was suspicion of arson, but no evi- 


dence. No evidence, that is, with- 


out a police laboratory. Kaye and 
his assistants scooped up a lot 
of water from the remains of the 
house which had come from the 
firemen’s hoses. From it they 
had extracted the gasoline, evi- 
dence that gasoline had been used 
to accelerate the fire. 

In the metallurgical field the 
labor..tory is now equipped to 
bring back the serial numbers on 
such things as automobiles, pis- 
tols or other metal objects which 
a thief has obliterated. In some 
cases the thieves have even super- 
imposed new serial numbers over 
the old. But with the use of the 
proper chemicals the laboratory 


can bring back the original num-

The two-man staff in the lab- 
oratory has been enlarged to four, 
besides ‘Kaye. They are Frank 
Rough, Ed Kelly, Jerome Harris 
and August Muckle, and each 
man, in addition to general work, 
training himself I a specialist 
in one particular field. 

“The police board,” says Kaye 
prodly, “has had the foresight — 
place St. Louis where a city o 
this size belongs in the field — 
crime detection. It is head and 
shoulders above anything this side 
of New York.” 

Two others who have equal 
cause to be proud are Capt, Walter 
Heitz, in charge of the Bureau of 
Criminal Identification, and Sergt. 
Andrew Aylward of Buerau of 
Records. Both departments are 
being streamlined and co-ordinat- 
ed in a manner which will save 
time, money, effort and space. 

The Bureau of Identification 
contains records and photographs 
of some 58,000 known criminals 
and it is growing every day. In 
the bureau are row upon row of 
tall filing cabinets containing rec- 
ords of known criminals, and in 
tall cabinets are hundreds of 
swinging files, each containing 
hundreds of pictures of felons, 
male and female, young and old. 

The criminal records heretofore 
have been filed numerically. The 
photographs filed according to 
date of arrest, except in a few 
classifications, such as sex crim- 
inals whose photographs are kept 
in separate files. Under this sys-

When the FBI surveyed the St. 
Louis police department last year, 
it discoyered that only 50 per 
cent of the crimes committed,in 

St. Louis were being reported at 
central headquarters, giving the 
commission sad the public a false 
picture of the crime situation 
here. This was due to the fact 
that the districts were failing to 
report all crime complaints, 
Under the reorganization, a new 
system hag been installed where- 
by everytime a complaint is made 
and a radio call sent out to.a 
squad car, a record is made at 
headquarters. Each record is 
numbered and left open on the 
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ledger until a report comes in. If 
the crime is not cleared up in a 
reasonable length of time, the rec- 
ord will show it, and it will be 
followed up. No case will be 
closed until every effort has been 
made to clear it up. 

There has been a widespread in- 
crease in crime in recent years, 
according to the records of the 
FBI with a substantial upswing 
in large cities such as St. Louis. 
“The present administration,” says 
H. Sam Priest, president of the 
Board of Police Commissioners, 
“is giving the department the 
tools and techniques which it must 
have if it is to meet this threat 
and give the people of St. Louis 
the protection to which they are 
entitled.”

Boom Before the Dust 


To the Editor: The wheat 
re of the Creat Plains 
are now harvesting the largest 
and richest crop in all history. 
Profiting by past errors they 
seem determined to get all the 
value they can out of the old 
place before it blows away.

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HETHER you ‘obtain salad 
vegetables from the grocery 
or from your own al- 
ways clean before storing in the 


‘irefrigreator for sanitary, eco 


nomic and aesthetic reasons. Ra- 
thove all damaged leaves and wash 
off ali clinging soil. Head lettuce 
to be served in wedges or club 
style should be left intact. If let- 
tuce cups are wanted, cut a wide 
and deep enough core to loosen 
the leaves from the central stem, 
then let water run into this core 
and a few minutes to seep de- 
tween them, Turn head prepared 
tween the leaves to separate 
them. Turn head prepared either 
way upside down on a folded 
cloth in hydrator or oiled silk 
bag. Loose leaf vegetables like 
curly endive, escarole, leaf let- 
tuce, spinach and romaine should 
have enough of the stem end 
cut off to separate all lea 
then each leaf should be wash 
separately and laid on a towel to 
drain as much as possible. Then 
shake gently in a dry towel to ab- 
sorb moisture and store, Toma- 
toes and cucumbers should be 
washed and dried gently by pat- 
ting in a towel. Celery and rad- 
ishes should have the leaves and 
the root end cut off. Then celery 
branches or radishes should be 
washed clean in cold running 
water, Scrape off any blemishes 
with a sharp paring knife and if 
necessary use a soft vegetable 
brush to remove lodged soil. Pat 
dry in a towel and store in refrig- 
erator until ready for use. a 
French Bowl Salad. 

One solid head lettuce (one 
pound), one small cucumber 
peeled, two branches celery, three 
tender green onions, six crisp red 
radishes, two small firm tomatoes 
peeled, one clove garlic, one slice 
very stale bread, one-third cup 
French dressing. 

Wash vegetables thoroughly, 
drain, and remove tops, stems, 
blemished parts, ete. Chill until 
just before serving time. Then 
cut Clove of garlic in half and rub 
thoroughly over bread; drop bread 
into bottom of salad bowl.
